Back in the years of 1925 and earlier, 
Sapolio was a household word for the purpose 
of cleaning dirt and grease. The company that 
manufactured Sapolio was a thriving company 
paying out large dividends to its shareholders 
each and every year. It was a company that 
was run by father and son, and it was raking 
it in by the bushel basket. Time came when 
the father passed away and the son took over 
the management of the company, and like a 
lot of greedy industrialists wanted to make 
more and more money, so he scanned the 
operation daily to find some means to cut the 
operating costs and still deliver the product. 

The one item that he kept coming back to 
was the annual expenditure of $1 million a year 
on advertising.

So, those who were willing to limit the free¬ 
dom of large corporations to enable “everyone” 
to enjoy unlimited freedom were confronted 
with a problem of “fit.” In their compassionate 
zeal to wring economic and political democracy 
for everyone out of a stagnant society, they 
found themselves facing an animal with teeth 
at both ends.

Did you know that the 
traditions of Christinas 
have a rich spiritual 
meaning? For instance, 
the first Santa Claus was 
really a Bishop of the 
church who lived in the 
year 280 A.D. He loved 
people, especially chil¬ 
dren, and delighted in 
giving them gifts anony¬ 
mously. This reminds 
us of our heavenly Father 
from who flows every 
good and perfect gift and 
who delights in His 
children. 

The evergreen tree is 
a symbol of everlasting 
life. This reminds us 
of the kind of life Jesus 
shared with us - eternal 
life. The oldest Christ¬ 
mas carol we sing is, 
“Gloria in E.xcelsis 
Deo!” It was written in 
either the 2nd or 3rd 
century. But carols were 
not “popularized” until 
the 13th century by St. 
Francis when the carols 
were written in the 
vernacular of the day. 
The word “vernacular” 
means common, everyday, 
plain and ordinary 
language. And this is 
how God communicates 
to us - through plain. 


common, ordinary and 
everyday language. 

The lights of Christ¬ 
mas symbolize a spiritual 
light that overcomes the 
darkness. John 1:5 tells 
us that the light of 
Christ cannot be over¬ 
come by any darkness 
whatsoever. 

Ihe poinsettia repre¬ 
sents a reversal of the 
life cycle. When most 
other plants are dying, 
this one is blooming in 
all its glory. Christ came 
to reverse the effects of 
sin, sickness and death. 
He is the great Reverser. 

And the holly and ber¬ 
ries symbolize the crown 
of thorns. This is our 
reminder that the babe 
in the manger was 
destined to suffer. But 
according to Isaiah the 
prophet, it is by His 
wounds and suffering that 
we are healed. This 
means that God under¬ 
stands our wounds and 
that He is able to mend 
up the broken-hearted, 
set the prisoner free and 
heal the sick. 

Can you see Christ in 
Christmas? He’s there 
and He’s the reason for 
the season.

The third Sunday of 
Advent is traditionally 
called Gaudete Sunday. 
Gaudete is Latin for “re¬ 
joice.” The first word 
of the entrance antiphon 
for today’s Liturgy is 
“Rejoice.” In some 
parishes the celebrant of 
the liturgy will be decked 
out in rose-colored vest¬ 
ments - a visual empha¬ 
sis of the theme of joy. 

After commanding his 
flowers to live in love, 
Jesus says “All this I 
tell you that my joy may 
be yours and your joy 
may be complete. (John 
15:11). 

A little later, preparing 
his disciples for his de¬ 
parture, he states, “I tell 
you truly: you will weep 
and mourn while the 
world rejoices; you will 
grieve for a time; but 
your grief will be turned 
to joy.” (John 16:20). 

Saint Paul affirms that 
joy should be central to 
the Christian’s attitude, 
and he also underlines 
the reason why. “Re¬ 
joice in the Lord always! 
1 say it again. Rejoice! 
Everyone should see how 
unselfish you are. The 


Lord himself is near.” 
Our joy is rooted in the 
reality of the Lord’s pre¬ 
sence, in his gift of the 
Spirit to us. Because 
he is near, because his 
gentle love envelops us, 
joy - even amid the anxiety 
and turmoil of life - 
should be ours (see 
Galations 5:25). 

What do we mean by 
joy? Saint Thomas de¬ 
scribes joy as a deep 
feeling of happiness based 
on the actual attainment 
of something valuable or 
on the secure promise of 
its attainment. Though 
that may sound abstract, 
most of us can relate to 
examples. 

As Christians, we have 
a lot to be joyful about. 
We are sure of God’s 
love for us - his freely 
given, unconditional, 
changeless love. We al¬ 
ready possess it. We have 
been promised salvation 
and eternal life by 
Christ himself. Surely 
he is faithful to his pro¬ 
mises. We should indeed 
be joyful people, con- 
tantly experienceing that 
abiding feeling of hap¬ 
piness that things of such 
great value are ours or 
have been promised to us!

It was also 
made into a musical bv 
Meredith Willson called 
“Here’s Love” which no¬ 
body seems to do any 
more for some reason. 
And there is “The Magic 
Nutcracker” which is 
danced in some version 
in every town in America. 
There is even a per¬ 
formance on the dance 
floor of the casino in 
Avalon, Catalina Island. 

“Nutcracker” has an 
interesting history. It is 
based on a story by 


E.T.A. Hoffman whose 
fantastic, slightly 
sinister works also in¬ 
spired the ballet “Coppelia, 
or the Girl with the 
Enamel Eyes,” and the 
opera, “Tales of Hoff¬ 
man.” Written in 1816, 
the original story in¬ 
volves a Prince who 
laughs at an ugly witch 
and is punished by being 
turned into an ugly ntit- 
cracker. He regains his 
original form through 
the love of a little girl 
who receives him as a 
Christmas gift. The 
director of the Russian 
Imperial Theater saw it 
as a basis for a ballet 
and encouraged the 
choreographer Marius 
Petipa and composer 
P.I. Tchaikovsky to 
produce it. 

The classic format 
skips the first part of 
the story and begins with 
the presentation of the 
Nutcracker to the young 
girl, Clara, at a Christmas 
party by the mysterious 
magician Dr. Drossel- 
meyer. The Nutcracker 
comes to life and battles 
a horde of mice, being 
saved by Clara. He then 
is transformed back to 
his real princely shape 
and takes her out into 
the snow for a white 
ballet of snowflakes and

and a fine classical 
partner, too. Michael 
de Quattro made an 
especially good Dr.

Banks was good as his 
nephew, as was Christo¬ 
pher Tindall as Clara’s 
obstreperous brother. 
Among the many talented 
dancers, I have come to 
look for Bae Cole. This 
time ,she was a Spanish 
dancer. At others she 
is a Mechanical Doll, a 
Snowflake and a Flower. 
She has a warmth and 
joy in her dancing that 
is delightfully contagious. 

As is customary, there 
are guest stars for the 
Sugarplum Fairy and 
her Cavalier. This year 
they are Sandy De La- 
sal le of the Dusseldorf 
Ballet and Pasadena’s 
own Charles Maple who 
started with the Pasadena 
Dance Theater and has 
since danced with the 
American Ballet Theater 
and the Basle Ballet in 
Switzerland.
